Tractor use 
on the farm 

OTTAWA, Ont. — Tractors play 
the leading role in farming oper¬ 
ations on the Western Canada rur¬ 
al stage. 

This is emphasized by a five- 
year survey of the Illustration Sta¬ 
tions Division of the Canada De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

It showed that on 75 illustration 
station farms on the prairies trac¬ 
tors logged an average of 472 hours 
each annually. There were about 
1.76 tractors per farm. 

The station farms averaged 656 
acres each, and the tractor use 
per cultivated acre was recokned 
to be one hour and 16 minutes. 

By comparison, tractors spent a 
little more than five hoars per 
cultivated acre on 41 illnstration 
station farms in Ontario and Que¬ 
bec. The farms averaged 126 acres 
each. 

Daring the five years the survey 
was under way, there was a not¬ 
iceable upward trend in the aver¬ 
age number of cultivated acres pel- 
farm on the prairie stations. A 
four per cent increase, or 26 acres 
per farm, was noted. 

Illustration atations are privat¬ 
ely maned farms whose owneT-op¬ 
erators co-operate with Experi¬ 
mental Farms Service in the test¬ 
ing of research findings under 
practical farming conditions.

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THRESHOLD OF 100 YEARS 

When the Canadian Weekly Newspapers 
Association meets this week in Toronto for its 
39th annual convention, delegates will have in 
mind that association of weekly editors and 
publishers as a group is almost 100 years old. 
Next September, 1959 will see the 100th birth¬ 
day of the founding of the Canadian Press 
Association, which included weeklies as well 
as daily newspapers. 

There are in Canada today, more than a 
dozen weekly newspapers that were charter 
members of the Canadian Press Association 
when it was formed in 1859. A number of years 
ago the dailies and weeklies separated to form 
their own associations, and thus the C.W.N.A. 
and the Canadian Daily Newspapers Associa¬ 
tion were born. Both groups of course, still re¬ 
tain membership in the century-old Canadian 
Press Association. 

To put it another way, Canadian weeklies 
have stood together as a fraternity since long 
before Confederation, enlarging their mem¬ 
bership as the various provinces came into 
being. Today the C.W.N.A. has 517 members 
from coast to coast, representing every prov¬ 
ince and virtually every community. 

Delegates to this week's convention will 
come from far away Newfoundland and from 
Vancouver Island. They will meet to discuss 
common problems in publishing Canada's well 
read weeklies. As always, too, many wives and 
children will be present for they are part of the 
C.W.N.A. family. Indeed many of them, as 
our readers know, are active workers on the 
family newspaper. 

It can be truly said that there are men and 
women on the staffs of daily newspapers, in 
radio and TV work and in the advertising world 
and for that matter, in all walks of life, who 
can take more than a possing interest in the 
C.W.N.A. annual get-together, for many of 
them got their start on the home-town weekly. 
Because of this they are strong boosters, con¬ 
scious of the importance of the weekly in many 
small communities. 

To these people and, we trust, to our sub¬ 
scribers, many of the problems to be discussed 
this week will have real meaning, problems 
such as the rising costs of materials and equip¬ 
ment and the shortage of experienced work¬ 
ers and our constant fight to keep advertising 
and subscription rates from rising. To this can 
be added, of course, the rapid growth in Can¬ 
ada of communities which often means that 
weeklies must expand their plants and buy 
new equipment. 

These are some of the problems that will 
confront delegates this week, and in attempt¬ 
ing to find splutions delegates will be giving 
real service to the industry, not only to the 
C.W.N.A. members, but non-members alike. 
From convention deliberations will come much 
that will benefit the subscriber and the public. 

Like all conventions the C.W.N.A. get- 
together will have its social side when dele¬ 
gates will greet old friends and make new ones. 
But over and through these pleasures will run 
the serious thread of discussion in the interests 
of members and the public. 

And lest we be thought ungrateful, may 
we say as we have before, that the faithful 
subscriber is still the keystone of a newspap¬ 
er's being. 


In The Nome 
Of Canada 

To many thousands of nee^y 
children In the dark corners of the 
world, Canada Is a fairy godmoth¬ 
er whose magic wand has pro¬ 
duced everything from milk and 
warn clothing to the love and care 
of devoted foster parents. 

In 13 years, nearly seven mil¬ 
lion pounds of vital relief supplies 
have been channeled through the 
Unitarian Service committee into 
the empty hands of starving child¬ 
ren and desperate adults. And ev¬ 
ery ounce of it has been distribut¬ 


ed in the name of Canada. 

To continue this heart-warming 
work, the USC will launch its 14th 
appeal for funds on September 8. 
The objective is $200,000 — the 
highest ever set, to be raised by 
Christmas Day. 

The money will be used to fi¬ 
nance some 50 projects in eleven 
countries in Asia and Europe with 
the largest amount still earmark¬ 
ed for Korea, to help the most help¬ 
less of all war victims, the orphans. 
The care of these many children 
must extend beyond their basic 
needs for shelter, food and cloth¬ 
ing, to include rehabilitation thru 
education and vopational training. 


In India, USC work is mostly ed¬ 
ucational and medical, assisting is¬ 
olated villagers, slum dwellers and 
beggar children. , 

In Greece, mountain farmers, 
made homeless by the war, will be 
enabled to rebuild homes and be¬ 
gin a modest livestock and olive 
tree program through USC loans. 
The two most important pilot proj¬ 
ects are community development 
schemes in Northern and Central 
Greece. 

In the Middle East the USC pro¬ 
gram includes commercial train¬ 
ing for young Arab refugees, and 
midwifery training to replace the 
primitive and often dangerous 
practices that claim the lives of 
thousands of mothers and babies 
each year. 

One of the most urgent work 
programs is the despatch of 25,000 
layettes promised to the United 
Nations for Arab refugee babies 
this year. Layettes consist of 4 
diapers, 2 baby vests, 2 nightgowns 
and 2 jackets, outgrown but not 
outworn, or made up from materi¬ 
al around the house; 1 towel, 1 
cake of soap and 4 safety pins. 

The “Pullover Parade’’, organ¬ 
ized to send 25,000 long sleeved, 
high-necked pullovers,to shiver¬ 
ing Korean orphans, also needs 
enthusiastic volunteers. Grey wool 
can be obtained by writing to the 
Unitarian Service committee, 78 
Sparks Street, Ottawa 4. 

Every garment and every dol¬ 
lar’s worth of aid is distributed 
in the area of greatest need regard¬ 
less of creed or nationality. 

Each year Dr. Lotta Hitscliman- 
ova, USC executive director, un¬ 
dertakes a world tour to ensure 
efficient administration of all USC 
projects ml to keep in close touch 
with human needs at grass roots 

“This year 1 saw progress ev¬ 
erywhere, even in suffering Korea,” 
she reports. “But the need is still 
desperate. It is absolutely essent¬ 
ial that this vital Canadian relief 
and rehabilitation program con¬ 
tinue.” 

In an uncertain world where 
goodwill, understanding and friend 
ship between nations is the very 
basis for world peace, Canadians 
are fortunate to have this unique 
non - denominational organization 
as their reliable ambassador to 
serve in areas of greatest need. 
The forthcoming appeal of the USC 
1, warmly endorsed by the Prime 
Minister of Canada. 

To build a happier tomorrow for 
all the world’s children, the USC 
needs and deserves the support of 
thinking citizens everywhere.

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Your unemployment 
column 

Iu this column we publish ques¬ 
tions about unemployment insur¬ 
ance and employment, together 
with answers received from the 
U. I. C. Following are some ques¬ 
tions with answers which may be 
of interest to you: 

Q—After a full year of steady 
employment and contributions, is 
a person entitled to benefit if she 
is ill during her unemployment 
period or does she lose her bene¬ 
fit right? 

A—Payment of benefit during 
illness is only made if the claim¬ 
ant was in receipt of or was en¬ 
titled to receive benefit when the 
illness occurred. If a job is given 
up or is lost because of illness, or 
if illness occurs before benefit is 
payable, no benefit is paid until 
the claimant recovers. 

Q—The union I belong to is con¬ 
sidering negotiating with our com¬ 
pany for a guaranteed annual wage 
—There has been some objection to 
our going after this form of se¬ 
curity on the grounds that we 
would no longer be eligible for 
unemployment insurance when laid 
off. Is this correct? 


A—Whether the payments un¬ 
der a guaranteed wage plan will 
have any effect on the payment of 
unemployment insurance benefit 
can only be determined after the 
conditoins governing the payment 
of guaranteed wages are known. 

Q—Does an employee lose his 
right to benefit if, after contribut¬ 
ing for some time, he becomes not 
insurable because he is over the 
ceiling? 

A—No. His rights are protected 
in any case for a further period of 
two years. It is also open to him, 
provided he has made at least 30 
weekly contributions in the two 
years immediately preceding, to 
elect to continue as an insured 
person. (In such case his employ¬ 
er can require him to pay both 
the .employer’s and the employ¬ 
ee’s portion of the contributions). 

Q—1 am a laborer. During the 
summer 1 work on the farm, in 
winter I work in the bush. I am 
paying unemployment insurance 
contributions, but this work is sea¬ 
sonal in nature and I art not able 
to work long enough to be able 
to draw benefits. Have I the right 
to ask the farmer, in summer, to 
pay unemployment insurance con¬ 
tributions ■ when I am willing to 
pay my share? 


A—No. Work On the farm is not 
insurable and contributions can¬ 
not be paid for work done there. 
If you become unemployed in the 
period December to mid-May any 
year, you might be entitled to sea¬ 
sonal benefit for which the num¬ 
ber of contributions required is 
considerably lower than for reg¬ 
ular benefit. Enquire at your lo¬ 
cal office should you become un¬ 
employed in the period mentioned. 

New insurance plan 
in operation 

An accident insurance plan for 
the protection of its members has 
been placed in operation by the 
Alberta Wheat Pool, according to 
an announcmeent this week by G. 
L. Harrold, chairman of the Pool’s 
Hoard of Directors. 

Under the plan, which became 
effective August 1st, eligible mem¬ 
bers and their dependents are au¬ 
tomatically insured against acci¬ 
dents occurring either on or off 
the farm on a year-round basis. 
No application forms are necessary 
but in the event of an accident a 
claim must be filed. The entire 
cost is being borne by the Wheat 
Pool. Protection may be extended 


'to non-family farm workers upon 
application and the payment of a 
small annual premium. 

The decision to implement thi^ 
group insurance program was 
made at the Pool’s last annual 
meeting in November, and was the 
result of the need for low cost ac¬ 
cident insurance for farm people, 
who are engaged in one of the 
most hazardous of all occupations. 
Delegates recognized the fact that 
only a small percentage of farmers 
had adequate insuranoe protection. 

In the event of death, benefits 
under the plan range from $200 
for small children to $1,000 for 
adults. For the loss of limbs or 
eyesight the benefits run up to 
$1,000. In addition the plan will 
pay the cost of doctor bills, am¬ 
bulance and nursing care incurred 
in any accident up to a total of 
$500 per accident, but excluding 
the first $50 of such expense. 

To be eligible for the protection 
;i member must have made speci¬ 
fied minimum deliveries of grain 
or forage seed to the Wheat Pool 
in the past 12 months period. 

This insurance plan has been 
worked out and is being adminis¬ 
tered by Co-op Fire and Casualty 
Company. 

Alberta Wheat Pool agents have

Caution Urged 
For Travel 
In Forests 

MONTREAL, Que. — “Modern 
inventions for the use of travellers 
in the forest could sharply reduce 
conflagrations charged to acts of 
carelessness,” J. L. Van Camp, 
general manager of the Canadian 
Forestry Association said today. 

“To replace the bother and in¬ 
efficiency of camp fires for cook¬ 
ing food in the woods,” Mr. Van 
Camp pointed out, “a propane gas- 
burner is available for less than 
ten dollars. To replace building a 
tire to heat water, vacuum bottles 
can carry hot drinks for long pe¬ 
riods. No longer is it necessary to 
Imitate the pioneer by lighting an 
open fire which, unless painstak¬ 
ingly extinguished, can spread de¬ 
vastation through the timberl-ands. 

Few woods travellers are aware 
Mr. Van Camp-said ‘‘that the start¬ 
ing of a fire in the forest carries 


severe penalties. Quebec's recently 
revised laws impose fines of sev¬ 
eral hundred dollars or jail sent¬ 
ences, while the Ontario Act 
makes the guilty party responsible 
for any costs of fire fighting re¬ 
sulting from his negligence. Other 
provinces provide for punishments 
for reckless conduct with fire of a 
similarly drastic nature. 

"Knowing the recreational, water 
holding and economic value of our 
forests,” Mr, Van Camp warned, 
“leaves no excuse for anyone who 
tosses away lighted matches or to¬ 
bacco or leaves his camp fire 
smouldering. Such irresponsible 
acts annually cause hundreds of 
fiery disasters and strip the coun¬ 
tryside of its wooded wealth for 
many decades ahead.”
